On this.afternoop 
indeed they alt looked remarkably fresh and 
unsoiled as they assembled on the large grassy 
lawn and waited for thair host and hostess to 
appear. An experience that would drive a 
member of London’s “smart set” to the verge 
of nervous prostration, leaves not the slightest 
impression on a Simla society dame, 

The band starts to play, and instantly the 
langhter and polite chatter cease, Every one 
stands up, the mep-baring their heads. Followed 
by two tall aides-de-camp in uniform, Lord 
George and Lady Mary Curzon descend the 
bread steps onder the entrance portico of their 
home, and slowly cross the lawn to the gaily 
striped’ tent where they are to receive their 
guests. ‘They take position at the door, the 
band stops playing, the long procession forma, 
and the chatter and laughter start anow, After 
greeting the first few, Lord Curzon ‘retires to a 
divan at one side of the pavilion.

THE COTTON TRADE ORISIS. 


Irquiries made amongst spinners aud manu- 
facturers show that there is great danger that 
the strike of cotton operatives will actually 
take place. The case of the operatives is 
simple. If the extravagant views expressed in 
recent montha as to the prosperity of the 
cotton indastry bave any real foundation in 
fact, thera is every reason why the operatives 
should share in it, and. their demand for a 5 
per cont. advance is entirely jastifiable Daring 
the depression their ratd.of wages waa not rey 
duced, but their actual éatniogs diminished. 
and they naturally expect to recoup themselves 
for their losses, With regard to employers, it is 
admitted that many have made immonse 
profits ; others, however, have not been so 
succezsful ; and, on the whole, the truth ecems 
to be that they are in much the. same position 
as if conditions had been normal daring’ the 
period of depression. Hence they are not. dis- 
posed to grant the demands of the operatives. 
Whatever may be eaid to rebut the views of 
Mr. Chamberlain ‘and h's supportere, if is very 
generally admitted that the protperity of the 
last six months is dre to the exceptional causes 
enumerated in the Tariff Commission report on 
cotton. That is, there has beet no real improve 
ment in the normal coniitions of the indnstty 
Hence, on this view, there is no case for cor.ced- 
ing an advance in the rate of wages,which would 
fandamentally alter the cost of production. 
From the employers’ standpoint this course is 
rendered still-more undesirable by therise in 
cotton, which has caused the greatest uncer. 
tainty with regard to the futore. This isso 
much the case that ihany employers are play- 
ing fora strike in the belief that they will 
make more by the consequent fall in cotton 
than they will lose by a‘stoppage. In these 
circumstances it will be extremely difficult-to 
avert a* strike. Both sides ara Proceeding on 


whichis come to in the next fortnight is of the 
greatest importance not only tothe cotton 
indastry but tothe Empire as a whole, [t is 
impossible to pontro} the forces let Is08e by a 
great strike in the’cotton trade, For one thing 
it is practically certain that no such stoppage 
will take place on the Continent or in the 
United States, Thé International Conference 
is in some ways a useful institation, but it in 
ao way affects the settled policy of foreign 
Governments, A strike in the cotton industry 
will ptejudicially affact ey ty industry of the 
United Kingdom, and it ix to be hoped that 
hoth employers and! operatives. will consider 
carefally wi they aro about, in national and 

ial interests. |The sitnation calls for 
qualities of the highest statesmanship if » 
‘serious disaster to thé trade of the country is 
to be averted,
